But to return to our talk with 
the visiting Japanese journalist: 

Earnest, young and very liberal, 
he was deeply interested in all 
things human. ~ 

He asked many questions, es- 
pecially about American art, lit- 
erature, newspapers, the mu- 
seums, libraries, art galleries here, 
the status of women, the stage of 
political, consciousnes of Ameri- 
can labor, etc., etc. 

The subject fell upon Manchu- 
ria, that topic which had cast 
such a pall of grim forboding on 
our hearts. 

The liberal from Tokio had 
strong views, by no means pes- 
simistic like ours. 

“Tihs is only a limited expedi- 
tion,” he said. “Japan has big 
investments in Manchuria: We 
must have order there. When 
the bandits are wiped out, nor- 
mal life and industry will con- 
tinue again.

~ PEACE OR WAR?

PPEESIDENT TRUMAN has outlined a policy that would 
push this country towards fascism and war. If fas- 


cist and police regimes abroad, as in Greece and Turkey 


and China, are to become the 


special wards of the United States, 
democracy at home will also be 
stifled. If the United Nations 
and the Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters are to be uncermoniously 
shoved aside, then peace-making 
becomes a hollow pretense and a 
farce. 

The President has announced a 
new world crusade against com- 
munism. As defined by such cru- 
saders, there is little difference 
between communism in Greece or 
the United States. If a Greek 
Lilienthal should become presi- 
dent of a’Greek Republic, this 
would be seen as irrefutable evi- 
dence that the “Soviet tide” had 
reached the Mediterranean and 
was threatening to inundate the 


United States. If Max Lerner 


were elected president of the 
Newspaper Guild, this would prove 
that totalitarianism had taken 
over the free press of America.

IN GREECE for the moment 
the anti-Communist crusade 


| means a large loan, military sup- 


plies and the training of the 


Greek Army by American per- 
sonnel. A Greek version of the 
Franco regime, made in Britain 
and now bought by the United 
States, is to be kept imposed upon 
the Greek people—with American 
blood, if necessary. 


In Turkey the anti-Communist 
crusade means the United States 
will take Britain’s position as 
ally—supplying dollars, naval flo- 
tillas, armaments and military 
training. But the corrupt Turkish 
state, friend of the _ erstwhile 
Axis, is a British bulwark in the 
Middle East, backing up the Arab 


potentates. The entire hinter- 


land of-feudal reaction and semi- 
colonialism comes with Turkey. 

The anti-Communist crusade is 
launched as Standard Oil becomes 
dominant in the Middle East. 
Saudi Arabia is already in its 
pocket. United States power is 
already supplanting the British 
in Iran, as Standard Oi] takes 
over the output of the Anglo- 


Iranian wells.

BRITAIN ALSO has a vast net- 
work of bases in the East 
Mediterranean area, which she is 
under great pressure to evacuate. 
So the United States, if the Presi- 
dent’s policy is to be followed 
through, must take them over. 
Already there is talk of a com- 
bined naval base for the British 
and American fleets in North 
Africa. | 


If the Republicans of Greece 


are to be fought as Communists, 
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certainly the advocates of Arab- 
Jewish unity in Palestine have 
even greater claim to that. dis- 
tinction. If chaos in Greece, due 
to British intervention, is to be 
attributed to a “militant minor- 
ity,”. is. there not even greater 
chaos in Palestine? Who in the 
proper Trumanian sense can deny 
that communism threatens the 
democratic institutions of British 
martial law? 


Egypt is also full of chaos, be- 
cause a government ‘sustained by 
Britain can no longer contain the 
people’s fight for independence. 
Like Palestine, Egypt borders the 
Suez Canal Zone, so essential to 
maintaining ‘Gréek democracy 
throughout the Middle East, and 
especially in countries. through 


which American oil from Saudi 


Arabia is to be piped. 


The chain reaction of atomic 


diplomacy can: reach into Europe, 
Asia, Africa and Latin America, 
just as the chain reaction of out- 
lawing the Communist Party can 
extend to the trade unions, 
schools, churches and every branch 
of government. 
° 

WE RETURN to the special fea- 
ture of the anti-Communist cru- 
sade at home and abroad. In 
this respect, Truman can make no 
claim to originality. He employes 


_ the same “secret weapon” used 


by Hitler in his drive for world 
conquest. He would adopt the 
pattern developed by the British 
Empire, which has kept half the 
world enslaved and brought Eng- 
land itself to the verge of ruin. 
The imperialist adventurers in 
Washington and Wall Street are 
dragging this country toward war. 
The issue must be joined here at 
home. Democracy or fascism? 
Peace or war? 

The President and his support- 
ers in both parties are forming a 
war party. It is up to opponents

fe most encouraging part of CIO President Philip 
Murray’s latest letter :to the AFL is that which says 


“the CIO committee awaits werd from you as to the date 
and place for an early meeting.” : 


The important point is not whether the talks should 
open on “united action” or “organic unity,” but that the 
talks should begin without further delay. . 


Murray’s letter adds that “it is inconceivable that once 
we meet we would not, in the face of the stark pressing 
danger, determine upon immediate protective measures 


in addition to discussion for the achievement of organic 
unity.” 


We have on many occasions axieesend the’ same view 
in these columns. We have also pointed to forces within 
the AFL that view the proposal for unity as only a ma- 
neuver and not as a‘ serious possibility, But it is even 
more important to stress that the profound events of 
recent months, especially in recent days, are forcing other 
AF'L leaders to become very much concerned for the future 
of the unions they head. 


The trend of events and the actual start of talks be- 
tween the committees are bound to give the negotiations 
more serious significance. And we mustn’t overlook the 
15,000,000 members. The sight of CIO and AFL leaders 
negotiating is bound .to build a feeling of mutual interest 
and cooperation in the lower levels of labor. 


It is also bound to impress labor’s foes who want avi 
sion and inter-union strife to continue. 


For that reason’ we think it is largely an academic 
question now as to whether “united action” should be 
placed on the agenda, or, as. the AFL people insist, “organic 
unity.” 


That labor must anil some dey has been an accepted 
dictum in the labor movement since the day the AFL ex- 
pelled the unions upon which the CIO was founded. 


But in recent years the idea faded even as a slogan. 
Meanwhile. conflicts on jurisdiction and other problems 
have piled up to further complicate the task of unity. 


It took the wave of attacks upon unions to jar labor — 


into the realization that the almost forgotten objective of 
unity is really urgent. It is to be hoped this urgency will 
take precedence over the details affecting individual unions 
or the plans of some leaders for the united labor movement.

ALBANY, March 14.—CIO and American Labor Party leaders today demanded that 


Gov. Dewey hold a public hearing before signing the Condon-Wadlin anti-labor bill, passed 


by the Assembly at one-thirty this morning. It was believed that opponents of the anti- 


strike bill, at such a hearing, would o— 


spur the fight for vetoing of the 
measure. 


The vote on the bill, which calls 
for the dismissal of all public em- 
ployes who strike, was 92 to 54. 
Fourteen Republicans joined the 39 
Democrats present and Laborite 
Samuel Kaplan to oppose the bill. 
It was h&stily jammed through the 
Senaie Tuesday.

Explaininy her vote, Mrs. Gor- 
don, daughter of presiding Justice 
Hill of the.
